There was another part of our political histo- 
ry made by the very men who were the actera 
in the Revolution, which has taken the name o 
the ordinance of ‘87. Let me bring that history 
to your attention. In 1784, I believe, this same 
Mr. J up ao the gov- 
ernment o country upon which we now 
stand; or ratheraframe or dmft of an orii- 
hance for the government of ths country, here 
in Ohio ; our neighbors in Indima; us who live 
in Iilinvis; our neighbors in Wisconsin and 
Michigan. In that ordivance,dmwn up not only 


for the government of that terrtory, bat for the } 


territories south of the Ohio River. Mr. Jeffer- 
soo expressly provided for the probibition of 
slavery. Judge Douglas sears, and perbaps is 
right, that that provision wa: lost from that or- 
dinance. I believethatistre. When the vote 
was taken upon it, a majority of all present in 
the Congress of the Confederation voted for it ; 
but there were so many absentees that those 
veting for it did not make the clear majorit 
necessary, and it was lost. But three years at- 
ter that the Congress of the Gonfederation were 
together again,and they adopted a new ordinance 
for the government of this north-west territory, 
not contemplating territory south of the river, for 
the States owning that territory had hitherto re- 
frained from giving it to the general Govern- 
ment; bence they made the ordinance to apply 
only to what the Government owned. In tat 
the provision exclading slavery was inserted an 
= unanimously, or at any rate it passed aod 
me a part of the law of the land. Uader 
that ordinance we live. First here in Ohio you 
were a territory, then an enabling act was 
passed authorizing you to form‘ a constitution 
and State government, provided it was repubtli 
can and not in conflict with the ordinance of '57. 
When you framed your constitution and pre- 
sented it for I thivk if you will find 
the legislation upoa the ssdject, it will show 
that, “whereas you had formed 4 constitntion 
that was republican and aot in conflict with the 
ordinance of ’87,” therefore you were admitted 
upon equal footing with the original States. 
Toe same process na few years was gon* 
through with in Zodiana, aad so with Hlinois, 
aod the same substantially with Michigan and 
Wisconsin 
Not galy did that ordinance prevail, but it was 
constantly looked to whenever a step was taken 
by a new territory to become aState. Congress 
ulways terned their attention to it, and in all 
their movements upon this subject, they traced 
their course by that ordinance of "37. When 
ey | admitted new States they advertised them 
f this ordinance as a part of the legislation of 
the country. They did so because they had 
traced the ordinance of ‘s7 throughout the his- 
tory of this country. Begin with the men of the
